REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


Fellow Citizens: 


Aside from the outbreak of Influenza that ap- 
peared in certain parts of the town early this year, 
the general health of the inhabitants has been very 
good. 

Whooping cough appeared in the fall amongst 
the pupils of the Four Corners School, nearly all the 
pupils and some adults in the neighborhood have had 
the disease this year. 

There have been reported to the Board during 
the year 25 cases of Whooping Cough, 2 Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis, 3 Scarlet Fever, 1 Dyptheria, 1 Ghicken- 
Pox, 1 Ophthalmia Neonatorum, 8 Lobar Pneumonia, 
1 Bronecho-pneumonia. , 

- We wish especially to call attention of the par- 
ents to the obligation of reporting to the Board of 
Health all cases of the so called milder infectious 
disease such as Whooping Cough, Mumps and Chicken 
Pox. The State Department of Public Health requires 
these diseases to be reported as much as any other 
contagious disease and you are liable to fine for 
neglect to report them.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the 
Librarian for the year ending December 31, 1919. 


The Library has been opened throughout the 
year at the regular opening hours, which, with the 
exception of a slight change on Sundays, have con- 
tinued the same as the previous year: Wednesdays, 
from 2.30 to 5.380 p. m. and 6.30 to 7.45 p. m., Satur- 
days from 2.30 to 5.30 p. m. and 6.30 to 8.00 p. m and 
Sundays from 41.30 a. m. to 12.30 p. m. 


Miss Gladys Harmer has succeeded Miss Ruth 
Walker as assistant Librarian, but the same Book 
Committee have continued to serve. 


The total circulation during the year has been 
5,724 volumes, adult 4,280, juvenile 1,444. There have 
been nine school deposits, books being loaned to the 
teachers for six weeks with privilege of renewal. 
This promotes in the children a desire for reading and 
for the reading of good books: 


We have received 64 volumes as a gift from the 
Free Public Library Commission of Massachusetts. 
These have been a particularly good lot of books, and, 
for the most part, are for use in connection with 
school work, although several adult books have been 
included. We have also received from the State, sub- 
scriptions to the following magazines: Little Folks, 
St. Nicholas, American Boy, and National Geographie. 
At Christmas time we received from Rev. Samuel 
Bartlett of Peacedale, R. I., a Memorial Booklet con- 
taining letters from his son who was killed in France.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Franklin, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the town of Colrain, 
in the County of Franklin, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of said town, qualified to vote in elections 
and in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Colrain, on Monday the 2nd day of February next at 
10 o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on 
the following articles: 


Article I. To choose a moderator to preside at 
the meeting. 


Article Il. To choose all necessary town officers 
for the ensuing year, Viz: Town Clerk, Town Treas- 
urer, three Selectmen for one year, one Assessor for 
three years, one member of the School Board for 
three years, three Overseers of the Poor for one year, 
four Constables for one year, Tree Warden, Tax Col- 
lector, three Fence Viewers, three Field Drivers, two 
Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library for three 
years, one Auditor. 


All the aforenamed officers are in accordance with 
the vote of the town. To be chosen on one ballot 
under provisions of Chapter II of the Revised Laws. 
Also to bring in their votes on the same ballot with 
their yotes for Town Officers, “Yes” or “No” to the 
question: “Shall License be granted for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in this town?” 
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Art. III. To receive the annual reports of the 
several boards of town officers and aet thereon. 


Art. IV. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for Memorial Day. 


Art. V. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to enforce the liquor law.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Your School Committee herewith submit the 
following statement of bustness transactions during 
the town fiscal year ending December 31, 1919. 


We adopted the plan last year of sending out a 
report at the end of the school year, giving reports of 
various officials and other information relating to the 
organization and work of the schools. This report 
was distributed by the “Boy Scouts of Colrain”. This 
was a union report and contained school rules and 
regulations and a school calendar. If any family has 
not received a copy, one may be obtained from the 
superintendent or any member of the committee. 
Another similar report will be made at the end of the 
present school year. 


Your attention is called to the different items of 
expenditure. Like every thing else the schools are 
costing more than ever before, but we fail to see 
where we could have cut the cost without injury. to 
them. More has been done along the line of practi- 
cal arts this year than before. We consider this 
work very helpful and necessary if we wish our chil- 
dren to have equal privileges with others in the com- 
monwealth. 


Owing to causes that could not be foreseen it 
became evident during the fall that the town appro- 
priation would not be sufficient to meet the running 
expenses of the schools for the remainder of the year. 
The town attempted to meet this by authorizing a loan 
at a special meeting, but owing to some technicalities 


in the law relating to town finances, it was not allow- 
ed to make the loan until the new finance year. To 
meet this emergency and to keep the schools in session 
your committee made a temporary personal loan with 
the understanding that the town. would assume the 
responsibility for its payment.
